Colonel Barnes, a distinguished law- 
yer of California, recently submitted to 
the State Convention a somewhat no- 
vel proposition in connection with the 
Chinese problem. Ho proposes that 
four years after the adoption of the 
Constitution the Chinese domiciled in 
; the Stato shall take their departure; 
that if they do not, their property snail 
be seized and sold to defray the ex- 
pense of their deportation; that after 
the adoption of the Constitution they 
shall do no work of any kind; that any 
person or corporation employing them 
shall bo subject to fines and penalties 
to bo fixed by the Legislature; and that 
all Chinese convicted of crimes of the 
grade of felony shall at once be shipped 
to their native land. The San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin thinks that the propos- 
ition covers the case, but adds that the 
only question is whether the Stato has 
a right to go to the root of tho matter 
in so incisive a manner, and says that 
tho matter is too grave a one to bo dis- 
posed of by a measure of doubtful con- 
stitutionality. After pointing out that 
theanti-Chino.se movement would receive 
a very serious set-back, were the State to 
enact a measure which would subse- 
quently bo declared ultra vires, the 
Bulletin calls attention to the tax bill 
passed by the Legislature here and 
says: — The experience of British Col- 
umbia in this respect is something 
which ought not to be ignored. Tho 
same state of feeling with respect to 
the Chinese prevails there as in this 
State. This outcome was tho passage 
of a law by tho Parliament imposing 
a heavy tax on Chinese residents. 
None of these people were to be allow- 
ed to work after a certain date till the 
tax was paid. The property of per- 
sons employing them could be seized 
and sold "for the taxes due by them. 
The measure was not half as drastic as 
that which Col. Barnes has submitted 
to the Convention. If it could have 
been enforced the Chinese would have 
had to quit the Colony. But the moment 
the law was subjected to judicial test 
it fell to pieces. It was found to 
trench on the rights of tho Dominion 
Government at Ottawa. The analogy 
between the Colony in question and us 
seems on the face to be fair enough. 
But the result in its case is that tho 
Chinese, after a few holidays, went to 
work again, and no change in the di- 
rection demanded by the people has^ 
been brought about. As a matter of 
fret, the Chinese problem looks to be a 
little more insoluble up there just now 
than ever before.

We are glad to learn that the rate- 
payers are awakening to the importance 
of exerting themselves to secure the 
nomination and election of good men to 
represent them in the City Council 
during the ensuing term. On several 
former occasions a most unaccountable le- 
thargy has been evinced in connection 
with Municipal elections; but a some- 
what expensive experience seems to 
have convinced the people that their 
indifference must Hot be repeated. It 
is true tho position of Councillor is not 
at all times an enviable one, the incum- 
bent being generally rewarded with 
more kicks than thanks, no matter how 
conscientious he may be. But the 
position must be filled by some one 
and it is apparent that, in justice to 
themselves, the rate-payers should 
select for their representatives 
citizens who have a permanent interest 
in tho general welfare of the muni- 
cipality rather than those who have 
simply their own ends to accomplish. 
The names of several probable candi- 
dates for the position of Councillor have 
already been mentioned, and a requisi- 
tion requesting a prominent citizen to 
accept nomination for the Mayoralty 
has been numerously and influentially 
signed. The signatures to the requisi- 
tion are in themselves evidence of tho 
fitness of the gentleman to whom wo 
allude to fill the civic chair and occupy 
the position of chief magistrate of the 
city. It is to be hoped therefore that the 
next Council will be composed of mem- 
bers who will work in harmony with him. 
His past policy is on record and to elect 
Councillors diametrically opposed to it 
would be an act of stultification.

[Before Mr. Justice Crease.) 



Saturday, Doc. 21st. 
Capt. James Cooper w. R. Westmore- 
land. 

A. J. Langley testified 1 to supplying 
Capt. Cooper with 300 gallons of coal oil 
for Cape Bealo lighthouse in 1875, and 
also 800 gallons in May, 1877. The vouch- 
ers produced were signed by him ; had 
known Capt. Cooper for '20 years and all 
transactions with him had always been 
strictly honorable. 

P. MeQuade swore to having said Capt. 
Cooper 500 gallons of coid oil in August, 
1870, for which he had been paid in tho 
usual manner. 

E. B. Marvin testified to having sold 
Capt. Cooper a quantity of oil, paints, 
&C., ill 1870 ; they were shipped by tho 
schooner Alert and tho goods were paid 
for in June, 1870. 

T. Storey said McLood applied to him 
for work as a carpenter and shortly after- 
wards heard that he had been sent down 
to Capo Boole. 

R. Jcnkinson testified to having built 
Cape Bealo lighthouse ; he was aware that 
thero were serious leakages ; McLeod ap- 
plied to him for work ; witness said tho 
next time he saw McLeod was about two 
months after on Government street and 
afterwards at the Postoftico Saloon ; he 
stood a drink and allowed a quantity of 
money, about $200, which he said he got 
from Capt. Cooper ; McLeod was a dark 
complexioned man standing about 5 feet 
10 inches in height and with a decided 
Irish brogue. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson— Had re- 
ported to the Superintendent of Public 
Works that it was impossible to make tho 
tower water-tight on account of tho very 
severo weather there ; it would bo abso- 
lutely necessary to remove the rustic be- 
fore attempting repairs. 

This finished tho case. 

Mr. Robertson, before addressing tho 
jury, stated that ho would not take any 
notice of the charges about tho coal oil. 
At the commencement of his addro-s ho 
spoke of tho charge made against his side 
of conspiracy, which ho considered was 
nonsense, and then very fully reviewed 
the whole case before the Court, first con- 
sidering tho chargo about tho £250 and 
contending that it did not appear at all 
likely that a man who was in financial 
difficulties, so much so that ho had to 
turn over the steamer Etta White to Capt. 
Smith in order to prevent tho creditors 
from seizing her, would lend another §250 
and rccoivo no security other than a pro- 
missory note. The Heisterman charge 
was similar in many degrees to the pre- 
ceding one and ho would ask the jury to 
take into consideration the probabilities. 
Capt. Cooper should have paid this money 
into the bank, as in other small transac- 
tions. Tho charge of fire-arms he consi- 
dered a most irregular proceeding, and 
thought all changes should have been 
mentioned in tho voucher. Ho next re- 
ferred at great length to the McLeod case, 
reviewing Capt. Cooper's action on it 
throughout and his explanation of it, 
which he compared with the probabilities 
of the case, and laid great stress on the 
fact of McLeod's never being scon during 
tho time ho was supposed to bo at Capo 
Bcale and had never been seen since the 
payment of the money. In conclusion 
he pointed out that Captain Cooper ad- 
mitted certain portions of each chargo; 
but in explanation said it . was an error, 
and he was very sorry for it. Ho would 
ask the jury to consider well whether 
they did not think his client had received 
justification sufficient to cause him to 
make the disrespectful remarks on Capt. 
Cooper. 

The Court then adjourned for an hour. 
after RECESS. 

Mr. Walkem, Q.C., in addressing the 
jury for the plaintiff, said he must com- 
pliment them on the very great attention 
they had paid to the case. Referring to 
learned counsel on the other side, he said 
he had dealt in generalities and not par- 
ticulars, for they would have damaged his 
client. But he must say that during his 
professional career he had never yet seen 
a case brought forward with such vindic- 
tiveness. This caso had boon tried by a 
Royal Commission, with the exception of 
the first charge; all tho vouchers bo' - o the 
initials of Mr. Justice Gray, and yet after 
this Capt. Cooper retains his position. 
This fact proved that tho charges were 
without any foundation. Tho first and 
eighth charges could bo dealt with to- 
gether, so ho would take thorn first. The 
evidence throughout was extraordinary. 
Westmoreland was disappointed at not 
being paid the $100, so makes the entry 
in April about MoLeoJ. Where this 
chargo true Capt. Cooper would be guilty 
of a most serious crime. Tho best way to 
review tho case was through the ovidenco. 
Mr. Bunster while staying at tho Grand 
Hotel, San Francisco, meet3 with an old 
Chicago friend of some 20 years standing, 
and hearing that he was coming up here 
gives him a letter of recommendation. 
The friend, John McLeod, comes up hero. 
Capt. Cooper has advertised for a man to 
go down to Cape Bealo. McLeod is a 
good, skilful carpenter, and bears a letter 
from Mr. Bunster. Now, during an in- 
spection of the lighthouse by Capt. Cooper 
at Cape Bealo, he finds that retains, &c, 
are wanted, so on his return orders a 
quantitj' of paint, oil, etc., for rhe paint- 
ing, and tolls Mr. E. B. Marvin to send 
them down as soon as possible. Wo can- 
not suppoBO that ho ontorod into con- 



spiracy with Capt. Cooper to defraud the 
Dominion Government, nor can anyono 
suppose that Capt. Cooper would sit 
down and write a lolcer with that inten- 
tion, knowing as he must that the keepers 
there would bo a check on him, especially 
with tho Bluo Book at their command. 
Tho result is Capt. Cooper sends this 
man to Cape Bealo. The ovidenco to 
provo that he was not thero consists of 
two men who unfortunately too often loso 
their bearings. Look at tho ovidenco of 
Westmorland. Ho is really a living dis- 
solution and acknowledges that ho has 
two inemorios— ono for Capo Bealo and 
one for Victoria. But though they ac- 
knowledge losing their bearings we can- 
not suppose that thoy forgot to take a I it - 
tlo whiskey with them down to Capo 
Bealo, where it is quito certain they neg- 
lected thoir work. Look at tho log book 
which is Euppoaed to bo made up overy 
day! why, tho entries all through show 
that thoy were made on one and tho samo 
day. Now his learned friond had laid 
groat stress on tho fact that thoso two 
men had not seen McLeod. Ho quito 
boliovod this, and McLood did not see 
them for they had lost thoir bearings 
again and wore away at Dodgor's Cove or 
cruising round somewhoro elso. Looking 
at Capt. Cooper's ovidenco, could anyone 
imagine for an instant that ho had made 
up this man's (McLeod's) story? It could 
not he. He couldnot butadmitthatCapt. 
Cooper had been swindled, but look at 
tho proceeding circumstanco of Mr. Bun- 
ster's letter who was tho member for Van- 
couver district. Surely because of this it 
was not right to call Capt. Cooper "a 

d d old thief. " But he believed tho 

other sido had got hold of another Mc- 
Leod whom Capt. Cooper had never seen, 
and who was a fair complexioned man. 
Ho considered that thoro was no doubt 
that McLeod had been paid tho money; 
but at tho same time ho could not say 
that Capt. Cooper waH not at fault in 
placing too much reliance in human na- 
ture and paying him without a letter from 
one of tho koopers. As for taking out the 
warrant for McLeod's arrest, how could 
he when ho never hoard or knew that ho 
had boon swindled till 1877 when he 
found it out from Westmoreland himself 
when the question of the $100 came up? 
Capt. Cooper was not in a position to 
promise to givo Westmoreland $100 for 
tho work, as his services were wholly and 
solely a'; tho command of tho Dominion 
Governmont. As for tho paints, oil, &c. , 
never arriving at Cape Bealo it is most 
distinctly proved that thoso articles did 
arrivo there, and oven supposing they 
had not, thoro was plenty of evidence to 
prove that paints and oil wero sent down 
there. Looking at Westmoreland's evi- 
dence ho would remark that in tho witness 
box ho said he left tho lighthouse becauso 
of falsifying the log, whereas in a 
letter ho says ho left on account of not 
getting the $100 from plaintiff. Look at 
his levity too. Look at tho man of means 
in England obliged to borrow $70; then 
obliged to borrow money to pay his passage 
from Nanaimo; yet without money in his 
pockets he lives on the fat of the land. 
This is tho man in poverty, living as the 
Indians do on what they can kill; this is 
our man of means in England, who comes 
up here to put his character to rights in 
Vancouver Island society prior to leaving 
for his estate in England (laughter.) Tho 
learned counsel next drew attention to 
Mr. Poarse's action in tho matter, observ- 
ing that he said he had been a friend of 
Capt. Coopor's for twenty years, and yet 
when an utter stranger comes to him and 
makes a most damaging statement against 
his old, old friend ho did not go to him at 
onco with it and say "explain this," 
but takes it to Capt. Dovercux, his old 
friond's greatest enemy and tells him to 
send it to Ottawa and then let Capt. 
Cooper know. Capt. Cooper had been 
forced to bring this case in court to pro- 
tect his social liberty, and this the law 
would allow him. Ho did not come 
into court to ask for mercy, 
but for protoction alone. The learn- 
ed counsel then proceeded to review 
tho remaining charges, all of which 
ho dealt with in a most ablo manner, ex- 
plaining the dotails in tho evidence, and 
pointing out Westmoreland's audacity in 
bringing forward charges of which he 
know nothing. In conclusion he said had 
this case happened in any other country 
the community would have put its foot on 
tho whole proceeding and would never 
have allowed such vindictiveness to go so 
far. It is not Westmoreland who had 
been doing all this; to aco tho au- 
thors it was only necessary to 
have watched two gentlemen on 
the benches who had been continually 
passing slips of paper to counsel with 
hints, etc., hoping to bag their game. He 
hoped tho jury would givo this their most 
earnest attention, and concluded by thank- 
ing them for tho patience with which thoy 
had listened to his address. 

His Lordship then addressed the jury 
first asking thorn to disabuse thoir minds 
of Mr. Pearse boing implicated in bring- 
ing this case forward. He noxt remarked 
on tho terrible vindictiveness shown by 
Capt. Devereux to his superior officer. 
After which ho proceeded to review the 
different charges, pointing out their grav- 
ity. Tho evidence of Westmoreland he 
considered should be taken for what it is 
worth, when it was remembered that ho 
acknowledged to a continual state of in- 
toxication during his residenco in Vic- 
toria. His Lordship considered it was 
high time such malicious slanders should 
be put an end to, and directed the jury, 
in caso sf their finding Capt. Cooper not 
guilty of the eight charges, to allow him 
heavy damages for the slander. 

The jury retired at 5.30 p.m., arid after 
being absent three quarters of an hour, 
returned with a verdict for tho plaintiff 
with $500 damages— the full amount 
claimed.

DISTURBANCE AT ST. PETERSBURG. 

EUROPE. 

BERLIN, Dec. *J0. — -The tobacco Com- 
mission rejected the government mono- 
poly bill by eight votes against three. It 
has also declared in favor of duty ac- 
cording to weight on inland tobacco 
and such custom duties on foreign to- 
bacco as would about correspond to 
the proportion between tho customs 
and excise, accepted by tin.- Imperial 
taxation Commissioner of 1S73. Tho 
inquiry Commission will recommend 
this resolution to Bundsterath ami 
Reichstag. The decision gives entire 
satisfaction totlieNationul-Lil oral party, 
while tho Commission itself was com- 
posed of S delegates of tho Gov- 
ernment, with three experts. Bis- 
marck's defeat has created deep sur 
prise. The rejection of tho scheme by 
the government Commission does not 
amount to a parliamentry defeat, but 
Bismarck is so accustomed to have his 
own way, it is believed he will not 
rest content with this initial overthrow 
of his project. Immediately on tlie 
decision becoming known, ho sent for 
llabreeht, Minister of Finance. Thq 
Chancellor's health lias not been im- 
proved by worry now occasioned. At 
tlie earnest protestations of his family, 
he has abandoned the idea of visiting 
the Emperor before Christmas. 

It is authoritatively denied that the 
Roumanian Commission has suspended 
its labors until spring. 

London, Dec. 20. — Trouble continues 
in Russia between the Government and 
the students at St. Petersburg. On 
the 11th inst. several hundred students 
assembled before the Czarowitch's 
palace to present a petition. The Czaro- 
witch I icing at Zarskoo, Silo, Prefect 
of Police, hastened to the palace, re- 
ceived the petition and ordered tho 
crowd to disperse, saying it was illegal 
to present a petition in such a manner. 
On the 14th inst. tho Aijence llusst 
announced that in consequence of an 
illegal demonstration by the .students 
of the school of medicine, the author- 
ities iiad adopted certain measures for 
securing public order. Tlie Official 
Messenger at St. Petersburg on the 
ISth inst. published a communication 
from the Government, giving particu- 
lars of the agitation among the stud- 
ents at the Academy of Medicine and 
Surgery, caused by news from Char, 
koff, that lectures at that University 
wero temporarly suspended in con- 
sequence of some opposition on tho 
the part of the students to new class 
regulations. The agitation reached 
its climax on the t^?* i:.;.t., whan the 
students deputed some of their col- 
leagues to explain that the disturbances 
were due to uncertainty whether any 
decision had been taken in regard 
to the petition presented to the 
Czarowitch, and to the fact if 
any decision had been taken, that they 
had not been made aware of its nature 
Tlie deputation was further instructed 
to inform tin; rector that ihe disturb- 
ances were partly owing to the arrests 
made on the night of the 10th inst. 
The prefect of St. Petersburg, who 
happened to be with the rector, inform- 
ed the students that their action was 
illegal and invited them to disperse. 
The advice was not followed and half 
a squadron of gen d'arms wera sum- 
moned and 142 students arrested and 
lodged in tho barracks of the Life 
Guards of the Moscow regiment. 

London, Dec. 20. — A dispatch from 
Paris says only four persons, the sur- 
geon, 1st oflicer, chief engineer and ono 
seaman escaped from the wreck of the 
Byzantine disaster which occurred on 
Wednesday night during a heavy gale. 
The Byzantine was on her way from 
Marseilles when she ran into the Brit- 
ish steamer Reynalds, of 1060 tons 
burden, at anchor off Latakia, bound 
for Hull.

A Berlin correspondent says ho has 
good reason to believe that the labor 
committee of representatives of various 
states on reform of taxation, will re- 
sult in a return to protection to a cer- 
tain extent. 

London, Dec. 21. —Sir T. M'cCluro, 
Liberal, has been elected to tho House

Constantinople, Dec. 21. — The Sul- 
tan, receiving Carathordi Pasha, the 
new minister of Foreign Affairs, urged 
him to push forward all negotiations 
in connection with the Treaty of Ber- 
lin, as he was determined to strictly 
observe all its stipulations. Ho es- 
pecially indicated the Bosnian and 
Novi Bazar Convention. 

Paris, Dec. 21. — The Fraissiuet Co. 
has received a telegram announcing 
that nearly all the steamer Byzantine's 
passengers are saved. 

Berlin, Dec. 21. — The Imperial 
Government has addressed a letter of 
condolence to the legation of the United 
States expressing profound regret at 
the death of Mr. Taylor. There is a 
general feeling of sorrow over tho 
melancholy event. 

London, Dec. 21. — Employers in the 
iron trade of the North of England 
claim before the arbitrators five per 
cent, reduction in consequence of de- 
pression of business. The men claim 
that the price of labor is lower than in 
the past twenty years. 

BERLIN, Dec. 21. — It is officially de- 
nied that tho Emperor, on resuming 
government, received a letter of con- 
gratulation from the Pope. 

London, Dec. 21. — The Viceroy of 
India telegraphs Major Cavagnari con- 
tinuing the news that the Ameer has 
fled from Cabul to Turkestan. Takoob 
Khan was left at Cabul. The Ameer 
had lost nearly all control and his sol- 
diers were deserting. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 21. — Two of 
the Russian cruisers, Asia and Europe, 
will sail to-morrow for Cronstadt. They 
will leave port under the command of 
American masters and will be turned 
over to Russian officers as soon as they 
get out of American waters. 

The Russian steamers Columbia and 
State of California left for Sitka at 9:30 
this morning. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Dec. 21. — One hun- 
dred and ten deaths wore recorded at 
the health office this week, tlie largest 
week's mortality this year. In the 
corresponding week last year there 
were 11 deaths registered and the 
average deaths for the corresponding 
weeks during the last five years was 
103.
